There  were  94  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  103  the  previous 
year,  giving  a death  rate  of  9.71  compared  with  10.93  in  1960.  Of  these 
deaths,  78  occurred  in  persons  aged  60  years  and  over. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  influenza  compared  with  Nil  the  previous 
year,  and  4 deaths  were  due  to  pneumonia  and  3 to  bronchitis,  the 
same  as  in  1960. 

One  death  was  due  to  tuberculosis  compared  with  1 the  previous 

year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  any  other  infectious  disease. 

Deaths  from  cancer  totalled  19  compared  with  16  in  1960.  Of  these, 
1 was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  compared  with  2 the  previous  year. 
One  should  remember  that  there  is  a connection  between  smoking  and 
lung  cancer  and  it  is  up  to  the  individual  to  decide  whether  to  give  up 
smoking  or  not.  Children  should  not  be  encouraged  to  smoke  and 
adults  should  set  an  example.  Councils  have  been  asked  to  give  a 
lead  in  this  respect. 

Deaths  from  vascular  lesions,  lesions  of  the  heart  and  lesions  of  the 
circulatory  system  totalled  44  compared  with  58  the  previous  year. 
Eight  of  these  were  due  to  coronary  diseases  compared  with  1 1 in  1960. 

There  were  no  suicidal  or  homicidal  deaths  during  the  year  compared 
with  1 suicidal  death  in  1960. 

Deaths  due  to  accidents  numbered  4 and  occurred  as  follows  : — 

l . In  a male  aged  42  years  and  was  due  to  fractured  skull  due  to 
crush  injuries  sustained  when  deceased  was  trapped  by  a lorry 
tipper.

2.  In  a female  aged  30  years  and  was  due  to  severe  burning  caused 
when  the  deceased’s  clothing  caught  fire  from  a stove. 

3.  In  a male  aged  49  years  and  was  due  to  crush  injuries  of  the  chest 
caused  when  deceased  was  pinned  underneath  a tractor  which 
overturned. 

4.  In  a male  aged  37  years  and  was  due  to  asphyxia  due  to  inhala- 
tion of  regurgitated  stomach  contents. 

Still-Births 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still-births)  was  13.69  com- 
pared with  23.53  in  1960  and  18.7  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual 
number  of  still-births  was  2 compared  with  4 the  previous  year. 

Infant  Deaths 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  13.89  compared  with  24.09  in  1960 
and  21.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  was  2 
compared  with  2 the  previous  year. 

One  death  occurred  in  a female  child  aged  1 day  and  occurred  in 
hospital.  The  cause  of  death  was  pulmonary  atelactasis.  immaturity 

and  maternal  eclampsia  and  appears  to  have  been  unavoidable.

The  second  death  occurred  in  a male  child  aged  4 days  and  occurred 
in  hospital.  The  cause  of  death  was  respiratory  failure,  haemorrhagic 
pulmonary  oedema  and  prematurity  and  appears  to  have  been  un- 
avoidable. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  Nil,  the  same  as  in  1960,  com- 
pared with  0.33  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (including  tuber- 
culosis) notified  during  the  year  was  255  compared  with  214  cases  in 
1960.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  244  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  191  cases  the 
previous  year. 

No  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  11  cases  in 
1960. 

Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  5 cases 
the  previous  year.  Six  of  these  cases  occurred  in  children  under  8 years 
of  age  and  1 in  a child  aged  14  years.  Only  one  of  these  had  been 
immunised  against  the  disease. 

Cases  of  sickness  in  a family  following  consumption  of  orange  cordial 
were  reported.  The  cordial  was  sent  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis,  but  nothing  harmful  was  found.  No  other  cases  were  brought 
to  our  notice. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  above  table,  the  following

but  as  so  much  time  had  elapsed  between  the  cases  occurring  and  the 
receipt  of  the  notifications  they  were  not  counted  in  the  returns 
sent  weekly  to  the  Registrar  General.

Information  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  at  Denbigh  at  the  end  of  January  that  the  number  of  claims 
for  insurance  benefits  during  the  last  3 weeks  of  the  month  increased  as

The  increase  was  due  to  influenza  and  the  above  figures  include  claims 
from  Ruthin  and  Denbigh  as  well  as  from  Ruthin  Rural  District.  It  is 
not  possible  to  give  the  figures  for  each  area  separately. 

During  the  year,  4 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
compared  with  6 cases  (4  pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary)  in  1960. 


Seven  other  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  added  to  the 
register  during  the  year  in  respect  of  patients  who  had  come  to  reside 
in  the  Rural  District  from  other  areas.  One  other  case  was  added  to  the 
register.  The  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital  where  he  died  from 
tuberculosis.  He  was  not  on  the  register  of  tuberculous  cases  for  the 
area  as  his  name  had  not  been  transferred  from  the  district  where  he 
had  originally  been  notified. 

Eight  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  register  during 
the  year,  5 patients  having  recovered,  1 left  the  area  and  2 died. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  hospitals  during  the 
year  and  three  cases  were  discharged.

Prevention  of  Infectious  Disease® 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  various  infectious  diseases 
were  continued  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

Smallpox  vaccination  — given  at  the  age  of  2 months. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
(combined)  — at  3,  4 and  5 months,  with  a booster  dose  at  18 
months. 

Booster  dose  against  diphtheria  — at  5 years,  i.e.  when  the  child 
enters  school  and  again  at  10  years  of  age. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  — at  6 and  7 months,  with  a booster  dose 
after  a lapse  of  approximately  7 months. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  — at  13  years  of  age  and  over. 

We  are  doing  everything  in  our  power  to  offer  these  protective 
measures  to  all  those  concerned  and  it  is  up  to  everyone  to  take  advan- 
tage of  this.  It  has  been  obvious  throughout  the  country  that  those  who 
had  not  bothered  to  be  protected  became  worried  when  a case  of  small- 


pox,  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  occurred.  The  last  moment  rush  causes 
doctors  and  nurses  to  be  overworked.  I would  add  a warning  that  last 
minute  applicants  may  find  that  the  vaccine  is  in  short  supply.

The  schools  were  visited  during  the  year  and  children  between  the 
ages  of  5 and  12  were  given  the  fourth  poliomyelitis  injection. 

Evening  poliomyelitis  vaccination  clinics  were  again  held  for  adults. 
The  priority  group  for  vaccination  at  the  clinics  are  persons  up  to  40 
years  of  age.  Those  over  40  years  of  age  may  attend  their  own  doctor 
as  this  is  given  under  the  National  Health  Service. 


Against  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  the  secondary  schools  at  Denbigh  and  Ruthin  were 
visited  for  the  purpose  of  testing  children  aged  13  years  and  over  and, 
if  necessary,  giving  B.C.G.  vaccination.  The  number  of  children  tested, 
etc.,  at  these  schools  was  as  follows  — children  from  the  Rural  District 
attending  these  schools  are  included.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Housing 

Forty  pre-war  houses  and  333  post-war  houses  have  been  built  by 
the  Council,  making  a total  of  373  houses. 

Eight  of  the  above  total  of  post-war  dwellings  are  one  bedroom 
bungalows  which  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  Four  are  situated 
at  Maes  Garmon,  Llanarmon,  and  4 at  Maes  Hyfryd,  Graigfeehan. 
Llanfair  D.C.  The  bungalows  are  occupied  by  Pensioners  and  Dis- 
abled Persons. 

Eight  privately-owned  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during 
1961,  a decrease  of  2 on  the  previous  year.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining 
suitable  sites  is  undoubtedly  continuing  to  retard  the  progress  of  private 
building. 

Inspections  of  the  Council  houses  in  the  district  were  regularly  carried 
out,  and  with  very  few  exceptions  they  were  found  to  be  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 

The  Council  continues  to  make  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts,  in 
respect  of  improvement  to  houses.  Sixteen  schemes  were  completed 
during  the  year.  Since  the  Housing  Acts  1949 — 1954  introduced  the 
improvement  grant  scheme  147  houses  have  been  improved  at  a cost 
to  the  Council  of  approximately  £43,577.  This  type  of  work  gives  con- 
siderable satisfaction,  and  results  in  a standard  of  accommodation 
comparable  with  that  of  a new  house  and  at  considerably  less  cost. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  which  came  into  opera- 
tion on  the  14th  June  1959,  introduced  a new  system  of  Standard  Grants 
to  supplement  the  present  system  of  Improvement  Grants.  Four 
schemes  were  completed  during  the  year.  Since  the  new  Standard  Grant 
Scheme  was  introduced  9 houses  have  been  improved  at  a cost  to  the 
Council  of  approximately  £1,098.  At  first,  very  little  interest  was  being 
shown  in  this  new  grant,  but  it  now  appears  to  be  more  popular,  and 
the  improvements  carried  out  so  far  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and 
have  proved  most  valuable  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  houses 
concerned. 


Again  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Ruthin  Regional 
Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  in  connection 
with  the  making  of  grants  for  improvement  of  farm  houses,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Act.  A number 
of  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year,  and  every  endeavour  is 
made  to  maintain  the  standards  required  by  the  Housing  Acts. 

Schools 

Inspections  of  the  Schools  in  the  district  revealed  that  certain  im- 
provements are  being  effected.  The  work  of  providing  a new  canteen 
and  an  additional  classroom  at  Llanbedr  C.P.  School  is  in  progress. 

A new  toilet  block  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Llanrhaeadr  C.P.  School, 
and  the  work  of  converting  the  existing  sanitary  accommodation  to 
water  closets  at  Bryn  Eglwys  School  has  been  completed.  A new  toilet 
block  has  also  been  erected  at  the  Llanferres  School. 

School  Canteens 

The  new  canteens  at  Llanferres,  Llanfair  D.C.,  Pentre  Celyn,  Prion, 
and  Bryn  Eglwys  Schools  are  all  completed  and  in  use.  These  canteens 
are  very  satisfactory.  The  erection  of  a new  canteen  is  in  progress  at 
Llanbedr  School,  and  should  be  completed  in  1962. 

The  canteens  at  Llandyrnog,  Gellifor,  Cyffylliog  and  Llanarmon 
Schools  are  provided  with  the  amenities  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  with  the  exception  of  separate  sanitary  accommodation 
for  the  Canteen  Staffs. 

Rhewl  C.P,  School  Canteen 

This  Canteen  is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  complied  with. 

Llanrhaeadr  School  Canteen 

The  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  complied 
with,  in  the  main,  but  the  accommodation  provided  appears  to  be 
inadequate,  especially  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  size  of  the 
school,  and  the  number  of  children  catered  for.  An  extension  of  the 
Canteen  accommodation  would  secure  an  improvement. 

Llanelidan  School  Canteen 

This  canteen  is  also  used  as  a Village  Hall  Kitchen.  The  structural 
condition  of  the  building  is  most  unsatisfactory  and  the  headroom  is 
inadequate.  Due  to  its  state  of  disrepair,  the  building  is  being  con- 
tinually infested  with  rats. 

A new  canteen  is  urgently  required  to  provide  exclusively  for  the 
needs  of  the  school. 


Nantglyn  School  Canteen 

At  this  canteen  part  of  the  infants’  cloakroom  has  been  converted 
into  a kitchen  and  small  pantry.  The  area  is  rather  restricted,  and  the 
kitchen  becomes  very  hot  during  the  summer  months.  Adequate 
cooking  and  washing  facilities  are  provided. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  restricted  space,  the  wash  hand  basin 
has  had  to  be  installed  in  the  children’s  cloakroom.  It  is  desirable  that 
some  improvements  should  be  carried  out  at  this  canteen. 

Graianrhyd  C.P.  School  Canteen 

This  canteen  occupies  one  of  the  cloakrooms.  It  is  small,  poorly 
ventilated,  and  has  a door  leading  into  a large  classroom.  Steam  and 
cooking  odours  gain  access  to  this  classroom,  much  to  the  discomfort 
of  staff  and  pupils. 

A new  canteen  is  required  at  this  school. 

Llandegla  School  Canteen 

The  canteen  is  situated  in  the  Village  Hall.  The  provisions  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  complied  with,  but  the  arrange- 
ments are  not  entirely  satisfactory,  as  the  canteen  is  available  for  use 
by  other  persons.  A canteen  providing  exclusively  for  the  needs  of  the 
school  would  be  more  desirable. 


Derwen  C.P.  School  Canteen 

This  canteen  is  in  need  of  some  major  improvements.  Steam  enters 
the  classroom,  and  a separate  entrance  should  be  provided.  Ventilation 
is  also  poor,  and  should  be  improved.  The  refrigerator  is  situated  in  the 
children’s  cloakroom,  which  is  some  distance  from  the  kitchen,  and 
most  inconvenient. 

Further,  the  existing  arrangements  for  the  storage  of  vegetables,  etc., 
is  far  from  satisfactory. 

Clocaenog  C.P.  School  Canteen 

Use  is  made  of  the  Church  Hall ; a most  unsatisfactory  arrangement 
as  the  Hall  is  some  distance  from  the  school,  and  is  also  available  for 
use  by  other  bodies.  Adequate  facilities  are  provided  for  the  prepara- 
tion, storage  and  cooking  of  food.  A canteen  providing  exclusively  for 
the  needs  of  the  school  is  most  desirable.

The  one  Slaughterhouse  at  Fron  Adda,  Llanferres,  was  closed  during 
the  year,  and  is  excluded  from  the  above  list.  The  total  number  of 
inspections  made  at  the  above  premises,  including  visits  made  to  the 
Slaughterhouse,  prior  to  its  closure  was  130. 

The  food  premises  in  the  area  are  mainly  family  concerns,  and  only 
a few  employ  assistants.  Conditions  were  generally  found  to  be  satis- 
factory as  regards  cleanliness  and  staff  hygiene.  Improvements  were 
carried  out  at  a number  of  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no 
statutory  action  was  found  necessary.

Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district.  Forty-four 
premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream,  and 
vehicles  from  adjoining  districts  retail  ice  cream  in  the  area.  Vehicles 
and  premises  were  periodically  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughterhouses 

Since  the  issue  of  the  report  for  1960,  the  Owner  of  the  Slaughter- 
house at  Fron  Adda,  Llanferres,  notified  the  Council  that  he  had 
decided  against  carrying  out  the  work  required  to  enable  his  Slaughter- 
house to  comply  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1958,  and  the  Regulations  made  under  these  Acts. 

The  Owner  had  previously  agreed  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work 
before  the  1st  July  1961.  Following  the  receipt  of  this  notification, 
it  became  necessary  to  inform  the  owner  that  his  slaughterhouse  could 
not  be  re -licensed  after  the  appointed  day  had  expired. 

The  use  of  the  Slaughterhouse  was  therefore  discontinued  on  the 
30th  June  1961. 

All  animals  slaughtered  during  the  period  preceding  the  closure  of 
the  slaughterhouse  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  sale  to  the  public.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  new  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Graigfechan  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  further  progress  was  made  in  the  preparation  of  schemes 
for  Llanbedr,  Waen,  Aberwheeler,  Cyffylliog  and  Lianferres. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Forty-four  conversions  from  privies  to  water  closets  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  has  a rodent  control  service  in  operation  and  employs 
a part-time  Rodent  Operator  who  carries  out  the  practical  work  of 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

As  a general  rule  a charge  is  made  for  this  service  in  respect  of 
treatments  of  business  premises.  Private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 

Caravan  Sites 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  which 
came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August  1960,  gave  tnore  effective 
powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  As  well  as  strengthening  the 
power  of  the  planning  authorities,  it  introduced  a new  licensing  system, 
which  is  administered  by  county  borough  and  county  district  councils. 

Following  a detailed  survey  of  all  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  a 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  site  owners  drawing  their  attention  to  the 
requirements  of  the  new  Act,  and  requesting  them  to  make  application 
to  the  Council  for  site  licences. 

There  was  a very  good  response  to  this  request,  and  during  the  year 
54  licences  were  issued.  Six  of  the  licences  were  for  sites  having 
approval  for  a limited  period.  The  remaining  48  licences  were  issued 
for  an  unlimited  period  and  were  in  respect  of  sites  having  “Existing 
Use  Rights.”  The  total  number  of  caravans  covered  by  the  licences 
is  269. 

All  the  licences  issued  were  conditional ; the  conditions  being  based 
on  the  Model  Standards,  as  resolved  by  the  Council. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with  the  caravan  site 
survey  was  365.

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  at  Conway,  and  samples  of  water, 
milk  and  ice  cream  are  sent  there  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Other  types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  to  aid  in 
the  diagnosis  of  illness,  e.g.  food  poisoning,  scarlet  fever,  meningitis,  etc. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at 
Wrexham,  but  Denbigh,  Llanrwst  and  Llangernyw  ambulances  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station  at  Colwyn  Bay.
